An Early Georgia Mounter. 


Ill the fore pait of August, 1813, a party 


of hunters found in a mountainous region 
now known as Rabun county, Ga

eltaf and on that account seemed wholly 
unconscious of the approach of the men.

In 1816 a number of adventurers from 


Virginia, most of them survejors workmc 
up the unexplored portions of Georgia and

•ii article in the June Forum, entitled 
"Immigration and the Tariff," gives a 
presentation of fact* which command 
the attention of every thoughtful per- 
ron, be their politics as they may. 
According to official statistics the 
number of immigrants arriving during 
the month of March, 1890, was 35,750. 
In March of this present year, since 
the McKioley tariff bill went into ef- 
fect, the number has increased to 
52,172. 
During the three months 


ending the 31st of March, 1890, the

of 
immigrants was 


04,021, which increased to 80.048 
during the corresponding period of 
this year. The benefits which would 
have accrued lo the workingmen of 


theMcKinley bill" have been''almost 
nullified by the indiscriminate immi- 
gration which has ensued. The flock- 
ing to this country of those whose (.vo- 
cation is lost through the removal of 
industries to thiscountry is a sequence 
to be expected. Says McAdoo : "Sup- 
pose a European mill-owner should 
to-day address bis assembled em- 
ployees as follows: 'This shop closes 
to-morrow, owing to the fact that the 
McKinley bill has closed our market 
in the United States. Next week 1 
open a similar establishment in New 
Jersey, ten miles from the landing 
place in New York. Any of you who 
may emigrate to America will be given 
first preference for employment.

WIVES IN ENGLISH LAW. 


SOME NOTABLE CASES OF ABDUC- 


TIONS BY HUSBANDS. 


Kngllnti Women Hunt I.lrt> nllli Their 


Husbands—ilwksun Not the Only Man 
Who Mas Knforced Obedience Under 
the Old Law—Different Results. 


K H. Jackson. whoseoiploltHtClitheroe 


•roused such a Bensatiou in Kngland, is 
not the first Englishman, even In modern 
times, to take advantage of tho pecuMar 
KiiKlish l»w relating to conjugal rights. 
.Snlntantlally that law permits n husband 
tii compel a wife to livu with him. That 
Is, she Is denied the rl^ht of choice. She 
must have something besides her prefer- 
ence to suatain a claim for le^al interfer- 
ence in her Ixihalf. Of course nowadays 
the tendency of courts is toward the largest 
individual lilx-rly compatible with law, 
and a very slight cause or pretext might 
lie accepted as justifying u wife's release 
from cuinpnl.Mory association with her hus- 
band. Ou this tendency the court acted in 
Mm. Jackson's case, deciding that she 
should have the right to choose her own 
residence.

Hercules belonged loan Anglo-Irish farnil 
moro noted for courage than prudence, n 
Instanced in thocoxeof his famous lirothei 
Sir Edward, who fell in the battle of No< 
Orleans. When ho came hnine one da 
and found that Irfidy I'uckriihnin, to wlioi 
he had born married about two month; 
was missing, be did not sit down quietly 
but mado up bis mind to get her buck 
Men-worth Castle, Kent, WHS then, as now 
no contemptible place of refuge, and every 
body in the vicinity was iilnuwt a fcudii 
vassal of the Dexprnurrs.

wait. 1 lu called at the cnstlo, naked for his 
wife and was ushered into her presence

with him. Sir Hercules, who nell deservei 
lib namo, picked her up gently and firmly 
and carried her, too dazed to summon help 
to his carriage. The menials who saw the, 
act did not dare to interfere, but hastened 
to tell Lord Ixi Despencer. It took that 
gentleman some time to organize a pursuit 
and meanwhile Sir Hercules and his cap- 
tive were speeding swiftly toward Sand 
pate. There a vessel awaited Sir Hercules, 
prepared to convey him to Ireland, lie 
was overtaken during the delay attendant 
upon embarkation, but he promptly threat- 
ened to kill any one interfering with him.

The rustics assem- 
bled in largo numliers and surrounded the 
dwelling, which was protected, however 
by the police 


The farmer was literally starved into al 


lowing his wife to go. No ono would sup 
ply him with provisions for fenr of popular 
indignation, and what he had In the house 
w,is exhausted in the course of a few days, 
lie opened the door at last, and told his 
wife to depart if she desired. She went 
and did not return. 


A SAD CASK. 


The late Sir Arthur Jervoise had a most 


romantic experience with his wife, Georgi- 
ana, whom he abducted by force after a 
separation that bad lasted over two years. 
In that instance Idsworth park presented 
the appearance of nn old fashioned siege 
the gentry of the neighborhood taking dif- 
ferent sides in the dispute and turning out 
with their tenants as friends or foes of Sir 
Arthur. 
However, there was no actual 


fighting, one side keeping on watch to 
help the lady if she should succeed in leav 
ing the mansion, and the other to prevent 
her from being carried away. The pictur- 
esque costume of the gentry, most of whom 
turned out in their hunting attire, added 
to the interest of the occasion, and score* 
uf people went down from London to see 
the episode. 


The siege, If it may be called such, lasted 


altogether four days, during two of which 
l*dy Ueorgiana was locked in her apart- 
ments. 
At length Sir Arthur himself 


t brew open the great doors and Invited the 
liesiegers to enter. Lady Georgiana was 
there and allowed her husband to state in 
her behalf and his own that they were en- 
ttrely reconciled. 
Then followed a ban- 


quet and several days of rejoicing. 


It is said, however, that these affairs had 


sometimes a tragic ending in the olden 
days. As late as the middle of the Kigh- 
leenth century u tragedy of this kind oc- 
curred at Mount Boone, Devon. Tlie wife 
of a gentleman named Carthew, held an 
unwilling prisoner, attempted to escape by 
a window and fell, receiving fatal injuries. 
She died in the arms of her husband, who 
narrowly escaped violence at the hands of 
the people. 


There is another sad Instance in the 


Itedesdale family of the wife of Captain 
Mitford, who starved to death in her bus- 
hand's custody, refusing to take either 
food or drink while he detained her a cap- 
tive. The magistrates at length interfered, 
but the order for her release arrived after 
after her death. The husband, who had 
not supposed her condition so serious and 
had hoped to subdue her stubbornness, 
vent road when he learned the sad result 
of his tyranny.—Chicago Herald. 


WONDERS IN BONES. 


.Some Curious Farts In OMAOIIS Strnoture 


LIttI* I>n>mn«l Of. 


Exhibited in a glass case nt the Naliona 


museum nt Washington, there is a bone— 
a human tibia—tied in a knot. It has been 
rendered thus flexible by soaking it in ncid 
which has dissolved ontof it all Its linneni 
parts, leaving only tbo animal portion. 
This portion makes- about one-third of the 
liouc, which fact might silrpime some peo 
pie who suppose that their bones are al 
most wholly lime. 


"There are funny things about bones 


'ithcr than funny bones," siiiil un o 
iigist connected with the Smithsonian in- 
ititution. "For example, the bones of 
birds arc hollow and filled with warm air 
from the Jungs; so it maybe said that a 
bird breathes down to its toes uud to the 
tips of its wings. In fact, if you break off 
t he wing of a duck the aninml can actually 
breathe through the broken cud of the 
lione though you hold its head under 
is-ater. Some of the gigantic reptiles of the 


epoch, which some scientists 


claim to have been the ancestors of man, 
had hollow bones similarly filled with air 
from the lungs, for the support of their 
bodies in the water while they browsed 
upon seaweeds near shore, their massive 
and solid leg bones serving them as 
anchors in a depth about suflicieutto cover 
their backs.
